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NEW YORK - Let the 
rest of the world debate the 
fate of Bobby Valentine, 
and guess at who the next 
Boston Red Sox manager 
might be. David Ortiz pre¬ 
fers to stay out of that one. 

"To me, personally, I don't 
care who my manager is," 
Ortiz said Monday. "I'm old 
enough to know what I've 
got to do, what my routine 
is, what my problems are, 
what are my goals. I might 
be the best piece of cake 
a manager can ever have. 
I go about my business, 
man. I know the rules. 

"That's why you never 
heard anybody say, 'Papi 
was late, Papi was do¬ 
ing this or that.' I know the 
rules. Even if they're not in 
your face 24/7, you know 
they are there. I follow the 
rules." 

Ortiz has been that way 
ever since he was a little 
kid in the Dominican Re¬ 


public, he said. 

"I never liked to look 
bad," he said. "I never liked 
my parents having to disci¬ 
pline me. And if you don't 
like that, the only thing you 
can do is try and do the 
right thing." 

Ortiz has played for 
three managers in his 10 
seasons with the Red Sox: 
Grady Little, Terry Fran- 
cona and Valentine. Asked 
to speculate on Valen¬ 
tine's successor, Ortiz said: 
"That's up to them, what 
they feel about bringing in. 
I never had problems with 
Grady, never had problems 
with Tito. Even with Bobby, 
I never had -- Bobby would 
come and ask me ques¬ 
tions, I'd ask him questions, 
tell him what's on my mind. 

"I don't have much to say 
about managers. To me, 
my job whoever is the man¬ 
ager, I try to let him know 
I've got his back and hope¬ 


fully he's got mine. That's 
it. I know what to do, and if 
there's anything wrong that 
I'm doing, let me know. I'm 
an employee here. Some¬ 
times you're doing things 
that you don't know you're 
doing it wrong, but that 
hasn't been my case." 

Ortiz stated the obvious 
Monday, declaring the sea¬ 
son a "disaster all the way 
around." 

"Some people want to 
blame the manager, some 
people want to blame the 
front office, some people 
want to blame players," 
Ortiz said. "Even you guys 
as reporters have some¬ 
thing to carry, something to 
do with all the (expletive). 
We're all involved. We all 
need to know it's going to 
get better. 

"Blame is not one guy. 
This is something we did 
as a group. It's a chain, a 
chain reaction. I don't think 


it's fair to say it's Bobby's 
fault, the way we failed this 
year. I don't think it's fair 
at all. He can tell us what 
to do, but after that we are 
in charge." As for the criti¬ 
cism that Valentine created 
some of his own problems, 
Ortiz replied: "Maybe yes, 
maybe no. I listen to things. 
I don't know what happened 
between him and a player. I 
see how he has been with 
me. He's been very sup¬ 
portive to me, once I got 
injured. He's been the guy 
who wanted to make sure 
I don't screw up (and play) 
with my injuries. I really ap¬ 
preciate it." 

Ortiz described what it 
was like for him with Fran- 
cona and Little. 

"Tito used to always have 
me come in his office, just 
to remind me how good a 
player I am, and that gave 
me confidence. He'd also 
have me come in the office 


when I'd be doing good just 
to tell me, 'All eyes are on 
you, don't forget about that. 
Don't screw that up.' 

"You know what I'm say¬ 
ing? He had me coming and 
going. I've been blessed 
since I came to this organi¬ 
zation. It was hard for me at 
first. I didn't know what my 
role was going to be. We 
had like seven guys playing 
the same position. But the 
one thing I knew was the 
manager at the time (Little), 
he wanted me. That's one 
reason why I came to be 
the player I am. I knew he 
wanted me to be there." 

The one thing he can't 
get used to, he said, is not 
preparing to play for games 
in October. This is the third 
season in a row for the Red 
Sox to miss the playoffs. 

"I don't know what to do 
with myself," he said. "For 
the next three weeks, I'm 
bored."

If F. Scott Fitzgerald had 
envisioned Adam Green¬ 
berg, he might never have 
said, "There are no second 
acts in American lives." 

Seven years, two months 
and 24 days after Green¬ 
berg's major league career 
began and seemed over on 
just one pitch, the now-31- 
year-old outfielder is to get 
another plate appearance 
on Tuesday, thanks to the 
Miami Marlins and a long- 
shot national campaign ini¬ 
tiated by an imaginative fan 
on a lark. 

"I'm ready," Greenberg 
said on the NBC "Today" 
show Thursday, holding 
back tears as David Sam¬ 
son, general manager of 
the last-place Marlins, of¬ 
fered him a one-day con¬ 
tract. 

The Marlins received ap¬ 
proval from MLB commis¬ 
sioner Bud Selig to give 
Greenberg a plate appear¬ 
ance next week. Miami will 
host the New York Mets, 
who are scheduled to start 
knuckleballer R.A. Dickey. 

Greenberg told ESPN by 
phone after his "Today" ap¬ 
pearance that he found out 
about the Marlins' plans 
after 11 p.m. Sunday, fol¬ 
lowing Team Israel's loss 
to Spain in qualifying com¬ 
petition for the World Base¬ 
ball Classic. Greenberg 
saw brief action with Team 
Israel. 

"More than anything," 
Greenberg said, "the Mar¬ 
lins deserve the attention 
for this. They didn't do it for 
publicity. 

"They said they didn't 
follow my story and that af¬ 
ter Matt brought it to their 
attention, they sent their 
scouts to see me," Green¬ 
berg added. "I was at their 
spring training facility (in 
Jupiter, Fla., where Team 
Israel also trained) for al¬ 


club 


most two weeks. They said 
they believe in hard work, 
perseverance and that any¬ 
thing is possible. I believe 
that genuinely." 

On the first and only 
pitch the left-handed-hitting 
Greenberg faced in the 
majors on July 9, 2005, he 
was struck by Marlins left¬ 
hander Valerio De Los San¬ 
tos in the back of the head 
with a 92-mph fastball. 
Greenberg, then playing 
for the Chicago Cubs, fell 
to the ground. Moments af¬ 
ter the thrill of stepping to 
the plate as a pinch hitter 
in the ninth inning, he had 
to be helped from the field 
and taken to the hospital. 

In the days, months and 
years that followed that 
ninth-inning appearance, 
Greenberg dealt with post¬ 
concussion syndrome, diz¬ 
ziness, severe headaches, 
double vision, nausea and 
eventually the reality that 
the minor leagues might 
be the highest level of 
baseball he'd ever attain, 
other than that one fleeting 
experience in the majors. 

But the Guilford, Conn., 
native continued to pursue 
his dream of a return, as 
he played for several mi¬ 
nor league teams, most 
recently the independent 
Bridgeport Bluefish. In a 
game last year against the 
Long Island Ducks, he sin¬ 
gled against -- of all people 
-- De Los Santos in their 
first matchup since the 
2005 beaning. Greenberg 
did not play this season 
except for his time in Sep¬ 
tember with Team Israel. 
In his only at-bat, Green¬ 
berg drew a walk and later 
scored. 

For months, filmmaker 
Matt Liston conducted an 
online drive to get a team 
to give Greenberg an at- 
bat, first focusing his ef¬

Many times throughout the pro¬ 
cess they believed he could pitch 
again and would pitch in winter 
ball. After failed rehab after failed 
rehab, however, they decided Ban¬ 
uelos needed to have the surgery.
